A superior clans of nurse* and domestic* 
is just what American housekeeping needs, if 
the Indies of the family oannot " do their own 
work," as the phrase goes, and our great, gen- 
erous, well-provided homes are the proper re- 
fuge for young Amenoan women who need 
shelter and employment. 

Equal Right is th* Iwoomb. — The protec- 
tion that married women need in an equal right 
in the inoome with the husbands, nothing less 
than this can afford them aatiafaction in the 
present, or a guarantee for tbe future. 

It is particularly mcesaary for the great mid- 
dle class, that army of women who marry their 
husbands poor, and assist them to become rich, 
the hard-working, devoted women, who wear 
out the best years of their lives m beeiinc and 
rearing a family, in struggle* with poverty, only 
to see, when success hss crowned united elf ort. 
the moans they have helped to gain squandered 
in speculations, or something worse, snd per- 
haps themselves set aside for women whose only 
claim to consideration is their loss of every wo- 
manly grace and virtue. 

Very poor women are the natural disburse!* 
of the family funds, the wages of the sober, 
steady laboring mat), or mechanic arc every 
Haturdsy night poured into his wife's ls|>. and 
it goes hard if her economy does not, out of th,. 
pittance provide comfortably for the family, snd 
save something for the " rainy " day. 

Rich women and their children are provided 
for by the care of parents and relatives, by in- 
herited fortunes, or the " pin " money exacted 
as a marriage settlement from their husband*, 
but middle-class women arc destitute of all 
these sources of inoome find independence. 
Their husbsnd* are In business, or upon * 
salary, and generally htve tastes far tieyond 
their means of gratification They married in 
accordance with the Isw of nature, but they se- 
cretly and often openly chafe at everyth inc which 
interferes with their accustomed pleasures, or 
their freedom in pursuing them, totally obliv- 
ious, apparently, to the miserable monotony o! 
tbs lives to which their wives are condemned 
An equal right in the income, ami m the ac- 
cumulation from the income, is only justice to 
such women, snd women almost deserve their 
misfortunes who marrv without securing it 
Thb Onu.t Oo-orUSATTVI OoLLAB flo.

There waa never any livelier aaaembly in the 
world than an old fashioned abolition conven- 
tion, with ita a peak era of both sexea and all 
colors, all radical and all individual all striking 
fire at the same moment. We find the same 
people, to a great extent, in the movement of 
Woman’s Rights, and we may expect the same 
assertion of individnal peculiarities. I 

It is our present business to ohrouicle. Aa be- 
tween New York and Boston, and Cleveland on 
top of them, to say nothing of the wrath of Chi- 
cago, we can only wait and wonder, and yet we 
do not so mnch wonder, for it is a day of con- 
stant aggregation and dissolution of societies 
and associations. Oar readers perhaps know 
that there is a aociety in New York called the 
National Woman's huffmge Association. It 
grew naturally out of the Equal Rights Associa- 
tion, which was run and represented by Hasan 
It. Anthony. It was meant to take in everybody 
interested in the movement It is not our fight, 
and, m one sense, none of our business, yet ws 
cannot help believing, from all that we see. that 
Miss Anthony is unselfishness itself ; that what- 
ever personal motives others may have, she has 
none, and that so far as she, the working woman 
of the movement, la concerned, and so far as her 
|iaper, Tub R*voi,tmos, is concerned, anybody 
might have had control of both the National or- 
ganisation and the paper who would have used 
them in an unselfish way for the common object. 
Mrs. Lucy Stone, however, wanted another or- 
ganisation, and she got Boston to go with her 
in her effort. The Cleveland Convention and 
the American Woman's Huftrage Association 
resulted. And the Woman's Journal ul Boston, 
is the organ of this movement 

Now Mr. Theodore Tilton and others, having, 
for aught we know, ulterior dnaigns for a politi- 
cal party, the oomor-atone of which shall be the
